He gave notice that the U. S. 
will submit a resolution to the 
council this afternoon calling for

“ It comes as a shock to us in 
the U. S. G overnment that this 
development should have occur­ 
red less than 24 hours after P re s­ 
ident Eisenhower sent his second 
appeal to the p r im t m inister of 
Israel,'’ Lodge said.
